I am enjoying serving you as President, it has been 
a busy and exciting few months with our main emphasis 
on organization, and I'd like to share with you some of 
the things we have been doing. 
The annual membership sign-up campaign is already 
far ahead of last year's success, and may increase in 
enrollment by about 50 percent.

The Club's finances are in great shape, and we're creating a strong budget plan 
that will ease Club administration and provide everyone better insight into planning 
budgets for the use of Club funds .

Consequently, we will supplement the 
newsletter with low-cost post cards to everyone, at more frequent intervals, so we can 
stay in touch more often.

Vinnie and Jeff , owners of The Gold 
Coast Ballroom, have been top-notch supporters of the Club over the past months. Our second-Friday- 
of-the-month dances in Margate are becoming a huge success thanks to their first-rate hospitality and 
dance floor, and I know many Club members attend their other dances through the month. Along the 
Dade- Broward border, a stable dance location has been more difficult to find, but we judge that our new 
agreement with Kay's Starlight Ballroom in Hallandale will be comfortable for us — especially the Dade 
members — starting on the third Saturday in March, and again in April. These two Saturday venues will 
provide stability and satisfy members who find Friday dances difficult to attend, In addition, carpools 
are being organized to help distant members attend dances more easily. We are very thankful for this 
great idea, (seep 11) . 

Club volunteers can be found all over South Florida dancing at demonstrations for schools and 
social groups, participating in swing dance competitions— as judges and dancers, and as instructors or 
partners at local dance locations.
